INDIA 1937-38 


Department of Overseas Trade Report No. 718 


An interesting and thorough survey of the situation in India, Burma and 
Ceylon during the period up to September 30, 1938. The year 1936-37 
had been a period of almost uninterrupted improvement in India’s economic 
conditions. The year 1937-38 opened with active markets and rapidly 
rising prices; but April, 1937, witnessed a sudden reversal of the upward 
trend of business conditions, and by the early summer the reaction had 
set in. From October, 1937, the markets became extremely unsteady, and 
the downward trend continued unabated until the end of the fiscal year 
1937-38, and even into 1938-39. 

In industry, as also in agriculture, the period under review witnessed 4 
change from boom conditions to all the signs, during the last few months, 
of an impending depression. Conditions varied to a remarkable degree 
among individual industries, but the cotton manufacturing industry and 
the coal, iron and steel, cement and paper industries experienced a record year. 
In the report one chapter is devoted to a brief account of Burma during the 
first year of its separation from India, April, 1937, to March, 1938, and 
another to a detailed examination of the leading import trades. Other 
chapters relate to the activities of the Indian Tariff Board, and to the 
development of purchases of Government stores.

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Contrary to the usual seasonal movement, imports 
and exports were each greater in value last month than 
in December. The value of imports, £75,570,000, was 
61,448,000 more than in December, but £9,309,000 
(ll per cent). less than in January 1938. Compared 
with a year ago, imports of food, drink and tobacco 
declined by £1,100,000 (8 per cent.), of raw materials 
by £4,277,000 (17 per cent.) and of manufactured 
articles by £4,173,000 (18 per cent.). 

Exports of United Kingdom goods were valued at 
§89,480,000, which was £381,000 more than in Decem- 
ber but £1,704,000 (4 per cent.) less than in January 
1938, In comparison with the latter month exports 
of manufactured articles declined by £2,147,000 (7 per 
gent.), those of food, drink and tobacco increased by 
£93,000 (3 per cent.), and for raw materials there was 
little change. Exports by parcel post rose by £377,000. 

Re-exports in January, valued at £4,596,000, were 
£183,000 less than in December and £205,000 (4 per 
cent.) less than in January 1938. Compared with a 
year ago, re-exports of raw materials rose by £550,000, 
but those of manufactured articles declined by 
£691,000. 

As a result of these changes the excess of imports 
over exports of merchandise was £31°5 million, com- 
pared with £30°2 million in December and £38:9 
million in January 1938. 

Imports of bullion and specie continued to be rela- 
tively small, £5°7 million, compared with £8°5 million 
in December, while exports (£14°9 million) were on an 
appreciably smaller scale than in recent months. The 
excess of exports—£9°2 million—compares with £16°5 
nillion in December and £22°6 million in November.

IMPORTS 

Food, Drink and Tobacco.—Imports of food, drink 
and tobacco normally show a large seasonal fall be- 
tween December and January, but the value of these 
imports last month (£35:0 million) was only £468,000 
less than in December. As compared with the previous 
January, there was a decline of £1:1 million (3 per 
cent.), principally owing to reductions of £2°2 million 
(82 per cent.) in respect of grain and flour and £666,000 
(24 per cent.) for tobacco; the largest increases were 
recorded for dairy produce (£841,000, or 144 per cent.) 
and the miscellaneous food group (£697,000, or 16 per 
cent.), 

The decline shown in the value of grain and flour 
imported was entirely due to lower average values, as 
the aggregate quantity received rose from 15-9 million 
ewts. in January 1938 to 16:5 million cwts. last month. 
Imports of wheat amounted to 69 million cwts.—an 
increase of 877,000 ewts.; a substantial fall occurred 
in consignments from Australia, but this was more 
than offset by larger quantities from Roumania and 
Canada. Maize also showed an increase—from 5:9 to 


65 million ewts.—a rise in supplies from the United 


States being sufficient to outweigh the reduction in the 
normally large imports from the Argentine. The quan-

tity of barley imported fell from 1:5 to 1:0 million ewts, 
and that of wheat meal and flour showed a slight de- 
cline to 626,000 cwts. Except in the case of maize, a 
further fall occurred last month in average values of 
imports of the above-mentioned cereals, following an 
almost unbroken decline during 1938; as compared with 
January 1938, the drop in average values was of the 
order of 30 to 50 per cent., apart from maize (14 per 
cent.). 

Aggregate imports of meat last month (2,464,000 
cwts.) were about 3 per cent. smaller than a year 
earlier. The decline in respect of beef and mutton and 
lamb was relatively slight, but smaller consignments 
from Canada and Denmark caused a fall of 64 per cent. 
in the total for bacon. Average values of imports of 
these three descriptions of meat were all slightly higher 
last month than in December; in comparison with 


January 1938 the average value of the mutton and lamb 


imported showed an appreciable fall, but increases were 
recorded for beef and bacon, the former reaching the 
highest point (£2 2s. 11d. per ewt.) since 1933. 

Imports of butter, eggs and cheese were all substan- 
tially larger than in January of last year; the increases 
in supplies of butter from Australia, eggs from the 
Netherlands and Denmark and cheese from New 
Zealand and Australia were particularly marked. The 
average value of the butter imported rose last month 
to £5 12s. 11d. per cwt., a figure which has only been 
exceeded on three occasions since 1931; cheese and 
eggs each showed a seasonal decline in average value 
as compared with December, the figure for the latter 
also being lower than a year earlier. 

The total value of fresh fruit and vegetables imported 
last month (£3,378,000) exceeded the figure of a year 
earlier by £383,000. Larger imports of oranges, par- 
ticularly from Palestine, were a feature of the returns, 
though grapefruit, lemons, etc., bananas and nuts also 
contributed to the increase; a rise in the quantity of 
tomatoes imported was accompanied by a decline in 
value. 

Imports of raw cocoa, nearly all from British West 
Africa, rose to 338,000 cwts., as compared with 
211,000 ewts. a year earlier. During 1938 the impor- 
tation of tea was abnormally heavy; this con- 
tinued last month when the quantity received 
(51°8 million lbs.) was some 3 per cent. larger 
than a year earlier, a substantial increase in consign- 
ments from India outweighing declines for Ceylon and 
all the foreign sources of supply, particularly the Dutch 
East Indies; the average value of the imports (1s. 1d. 
per lb.) was the same as in December and somewhat 
lower than in January 1938. An increase in the quan- 
tity of raw sugar received from Australia was largely 
responsible for a rise in total imports last month— 
4,086,000 cwts., as against 3,882,000 cwts. a year 
earlier; the average value of these imports continued 
to show an improvement from the low level reached 
in the middle of last year and, at 9s. 8d. per ewt., was 
only 3d. per ewt. less than in January 1938. 

Following the abnormally large importations of un- 
manufactured tobacco which took place throughout last 
year, supplies received in January amounted to 31:4 
million lbs., a relatively high figure, but 7°6 million Ibs. 
less than a year earlier. 


Raw Materials.—Imports during January of raw 
materials and articles mainly unmanufactured were 
valued at £21,466,000, which was £1,681,000 more 
than in December, but £4,277,000 (17 per cent.) less 
than in January 1938. This decline was shared by all 
but three of the fourteen groups, being largest in 
respect of iron ore and scrap (£1,469,000), raw cotton, 
ete. (£1,251,000), oil seeds, etc. (£749,000), rubber 
(£737,000) and wood and timber (£625,000). Of the 
three increases, only one was substantial, viz. £990,000 
for raw wool, etc.

Manufactured Articles.—The value of imports last 
month of articles wholly or mainly manufactured was 
£18,361,000, which was £554,000 more than in 
December, but £4,173,000 (184 per cent.) less than in 
January 1938. Nearly half of the decrease was in 
respect of iron and steel and manufactures, which were 
valued at £855,000, compared with £2,821,000 a yea 
earlier. Substantial declines also occurred in the value 
of imports of manufactured oils, etc., including refined 
petroleum (£604,000), and of non-ferrous metals 
(£479,000). For seven of the twenty-one groups in 
this class increases were recorded compared with a 
vear ago; all of those were small, however, the largest 
being £26,000 for woollen and worsted yarns and 
manufactures. 


EXPORTS 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—Exports of food, drink 
and tobacco during January, valued at £38,123,000, 
were £98,000 greater than in December and £93,000 
(3 per cent.) more than in January 1938. Six of the 
nine groups showed increases compared with a year 
earlier—by far the largest being £141,000 for ‘‘ Other 
food ’’; exports of grain and flour declined by £48,000 
and beverages and cocoa preparations by £43,000. 


Raw Materials.—The value of exports last month of 
raw materials and articles mainly unmanufactured 
(£4,654,000) was little different from either a month or 
a year earlier. Exports of coal were £127,000 less 
than in January 1938, and those of unrefined oils fell 
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off by £82,000; these movements were, however, 
largely offset by increases for silk and artificial gj, 
waste (£99,000) and raw wool, etc. (£95,000). 


Fuel.—Exports of coal in January amounted to 
2,777,000 tons, showing a slight improvement over the 
low figure recorded in December. Compared with 
January 1938 exports declined by 206,000 tons (7 pe 
cent.), there being a slightly larger reduction (208,009 
tons) in consignments to France. Other important 
decreases took place in exports to Spain (98,000 tons), 
Algeria (65,000 tons) and Sweden (59,000 tons), bu 
there was an increase of 85,000 tons in exports to 
Italy, this being the only increase in excess of 50,00) 
tons. The average value of the coal exported lag 
month rose to 20s. 10d. per ton, compared with 
20s. 7d. in December and 20s. 3d. in January 1938. 
the rise compared with the preceding month was due 
mainly to exports containing an increased proportion 
of the higher valued types of coal. 

The quantity of coal shipped last month as bunkers 
for steamers engaged in the foreign trade and fishing 
vessels (830,000 tons) was 28,000 tons less than in 
December ona 126,000 tons (13 per cent.) less than in 
January 1938. Shipments of fuel oil as foreign bunkers 
amounted to 244 million gallons; this was slightly 
greater than in the previous month, but 7:8 million 
gallons (24 per cent.) less than a year ago. 


Manufactured Articles —Exports last month of 
manufactured articles were valued at £80,448,000, 
which was £1,088,000 more than in December, but 
£2,147,000 (7 per cent.) less than a year ago. Com. 
pared with January 1938, the most substantial declines 
were in respect of iron and steel (£1,519,000), cotton 
yarns and manufactures (£782,000), woollen and 
worsted yarns and manufactures (£246,000) and 
machinery (£216,000); only five groups showed 
any increase, much the largest being £1,808,000 for 
vehicles, including locomotives, ships and_ aircraft, 
followed by £139,000 for non-ferrous metals.

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Total imports of iron and steel and manufactures 
thereof during January (67,000 tons) were 15,000 tons 
more than in December but 242,000 tons less than 
in January 1938, when special arrangements had been 
made with the Steel Cartel for increased imports and 
lower duties were in force. 


Exports of British iron and steel amounted to 120,000 
tons, a figure appreciably lower than in December 
(162,000 tons) or January 1938 (191,000 tons). Gal- 
yanised sheets showed a small increase as compared 
with a year earlier, but otherwise the decline was 
common to all the descriptions of goods specified in the 
above table, being particularly heavy in the case of 
tinned plates and cast pipes. 


The tonnage of machinery imported last month 
(8,800 tons) exceeded the December figure by 900 tons, 
but was 2,000 tons less than in January 1938, the reduc- 
tion being mainly in refrigerating machinery (500 tons) 
and miscellaneous types of machinery not separately 
specified in the monthly trade accounts (800 tons). 
British exports of machinery (33,200 tons) were appre- 
ciably lower than in December (38,700 tons) or Janu- 
ary 1938 (41,500 tons). Compared with a year ago, the 
most substantial declines were for textile machinery 
(2,500 tons), boilers and boiler-house plant (2,100 tons), 
unspecified machinery (1,300 tons) and paper-making 
machinery (1,000 tons). On the other hand, exports 
of machine tools increased by 1,300 tons and of electri- 
eal machinery by 1,100 tons. India and South Africa, 
our two largest markets for machinery, each took some 
1,400 tons less than a year earlier; exports to the Soviet 
Union (2,700 tons) were 1,900 tons more than in 
January 1938. 


The number of new private motor cars imported last 
month—1,054—-was 1,472 smaller than in January 
1938, imports from Germany declining from 1,067 to 
10. The number of British motor cars and chassis 
exported in January (6,516) was 271 less than in De- 
cember and 1,592 less than in January 1938. Compared 
with a year ago, exports of new private cars fell by 
503, New Zealand accounting for 518 of this decline. 
A substantial decline also occurred in respect of chassis 
other than those designed solely for commercial use— 
from 2,002 to 1 ,172—exports to Australia falling by 
569. A reduction took place in the number of motor 
eyeles and tricars exported, but there was an increase 
in the case of pedal cycles, of which India took 21,300 
compared with 10,200 a year earlier. Exports of 
tubber tyres and tubes were greater than a year earlier. 


The tonnage of complete rail locomotives exported 
last month was rather greater than in January 1938 and 
exports of parts rose from 800 to 1,100 tons; there was 
also a substantial increase in respect of complete 
wagons and trucks. The value of ships and boats ex- 
ported was £1,606,000, compared with only £81,000 
in January of last year. Exports of aircraft and parts 
increased from £517,000 to £554,000.

Retained imports of raw cotton last month (85-4 
million lbs.) were seasonally less than in the previous 
month and 60°9 million lbs. smaller than in January 
1938. According to statistics published by the Liver- 
pool Cotton Association, deliveries of cotton to mills 
during January (100-0 million lbs.) exceeded those in 
any month since March 1938, but they were the lowest 
January figures recorded since 1931. The average 
value of the raw cotton imported last month (5-9d.) per 
lb.) was about the same as in the three preceding 
months and rather more than in January 1938. 


Exports of cotton yarns, which had fallen to 9°6 
million lbs. in December, increased to 12:9 million 
Ibs. last month, compared with 10°8 million lbs. a 
year ago, mainly due to considerably larger shipments 
of unbleached yarns to Germany and Roumania. Ex- 
ports of parle piece-goods last. month (121:0 million 
square yards) were 17-2 million square yards less than 
in January 1938; this decline was m: 1inly in dyed and 
grey goods, and was due principally to the continued 
fall in shipments to British India and Burma, the 
Argentine, British Malaya and Australia, partly offset 
by an increase in exports to British and French West 
Africa from the abnormally low figures of last year. 


Retained imports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool last 
month (103°5 million lbs.) were 38-0 million lbs. greater 
than a year ago, being the highest recorded for any 
month since January 1934. The increase compared 
with January 1938 was mainly due to larger supplies 
from Australia and the Argentine. The average value 
of the imports continued to decline, the value last 
month being 10-4d. per lb., compared with 10°6d. per 
Ib. in the previous month and 12°7d. per lb. in January 
1988. Exports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool (5-0 million 
lbs.) were about the same as in the three preceding 
months and nearly double the small exports in Janu- 
ary 1938, due largely to increased shipments to the 
United States. 


Exports of wool tops and woollen and worsted yarns 
last month both showed increases compared with the 
somewhat low figures in the previous month and a year 
ago; there were appreciable increases in consignments 
of yarns to Germany, Eire and Denmark. Exports 
of woollen and worsted tissues (98 million square 
yards) were 1:1 million square yards less than a year 
ago; considerable declines in shipments to the Argen- 
tine and Canada were partly offset by a marked in- 
crease in the quantity taken by the United States.

DISTRIBUTION OF OUR OVERSEA 
TRADE 


YEAR 1938 


The January issue of the ‘‘ Accounts relating to 
Trade and Navigation of the United Kingdom ”’ con- 
tains tables showing the value of our external trade 
with individual countries during the year 1938, which 
enable a survey to be made of the geographical distri- 
bution of the trade between the United Kingdom and 
other countries in that year as compared with 1929 
and 1937. 


In considering the changes in percentage distribution 
shown below, it must be remembered that these details 
are based on the aggregate value of trade as actually 
recorded during the several periods under review, and 
do not take any account either of changes in these 
aggregate values or of variations in volume of trade 
consequent upon alterations in price level. 


Thus, total imports in 1938 decreased in value by 
over 10 per cent. compared with a year earlier, but 
when the effect of price changes is eliminated, the 
decrease in volume amounted only to 44 per cent., 
average values in the aggregate having fallen by some 
6 per cent. For United Kingdom exports there was a 
decline in declared value of nearly 10 per cent., repre- 
senting a decrease in volume of 11 per cent., average 
values having risen by about 2 per cent. For re- 
exports, there was a decrease in recorded value of 18 
per cent., but this was very largely due to lower 
average values, the volume decreasing by only 5 per 
cent. In making comparisons with 1929, the effect of 
price changes is also considerable, there having been a 
substantial decline in prices between that year and 
1938. It must, however, be emphasised that these 
changes in price level relate to imports and exports, 
respectively, as a whole, and not to trade with indivi- 
dual countries or groups of countries, in respect of 
which the price variation is, of course, dependent on 
the make-up of the trade actually carried on. 


It should also be noted that in the published returns 
the particulars in respect of Turkey are now shown as 
one total, whereas in 1929 separate figures were shown 
for European and Asiatic Turkey. For purposes of 
comparability the particulars for 1929 for both portions 
of Turkey have been aggregated and the totals included 
with Europe in the Continental distribution.

paring recent years with the year 1929, due regatt 
must be paid to the variation in the value of money 
and finally a distinction should be made between tho 
countries which import our goods chiefly for their ow 
consumption and other countries, such, for example 
as British Malaya, which are in fact centres for the 
distribution of our exports to further destinations. It 
should be noted that, in the case of India and Burms, 
the large native population reduces the export figure 
per head to a low level as compared with that attained 
in the Dominions. 
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The Dominions have in the past been, with few 
axceptions, better customers in proportion to the 
qumber of their inhabitants than foreign countries, and 
this remained generally true for 1938; Denmark and 
Norway were, as usual, the only foreign countries to 
wmpare in this respect with the Dominions. 

In spite of the fall in prices between 1929 and 1988 
the majority of the northern European countries took 
fom us goods to a greater value per head than in 
1929, as did the Union of South Africa atfd the British 
West Indies. 

As might be expected in view of the considerable 
ll in the value of the exports of United Kingdom 
nods in 1938, each of the specified British countries 
except Australia and East Africa) showed a decline as 
ompared with 1937, while among the twenty-two 
foreign countries shown, increases took place in the 
ase of four only, Egypt, Spain, the Soviet Union and 
Italy. The largest declines in monetary value per head 
weurred for New Zealand, Norway, Fire, Canada, 
Belgium and Denmark. 

In addition to the Dominions, eight countries took 
United Kingdom exports to the value of over £1 per 
head last year; five of these were in Europe, the others 
ying the British West Indies, British Malaya and the 
Argentine. 


H.M. COASTGUARD 


LIFE SAVING ACTION IN 1938 


In 1938 the Coastguard Organisation took action in 
M44 cases in which vessels or aircraft were either 
sbserved or reported to be in distress or difficulties or 
to be overdue, off the coasts of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. In 153 of these cases the Coast- 
guard or watcher on duty, observing a vessel standing 
into danger, was able by means of appropriate signals 
‘o warn her of her danger and so enable her to alter 
urse and avoid possible disaster. 

The Rocket Life Saving Apparatus Companies took 
tion on 62 occasions and 54 persons were brought to 
safety by means of the life-saving apparatus. These 
rscues were efficiently effected by the Life Saving 

mpanies concerned, generally in severe weather and 
uder trying conditions. 

The Coastguard are trained in the treatment of the 
parently drowned, and they applied artificial respira- 
tion in twelve such cases during the year. In eight of 
these cases they were successful. The Coastguard 
was also instrumental during the year in rendering 
sistance in 47 cases in which persons were in diffi- 
ulties on the cliffs or had been cut off by the tide, 
id 74 persons were brought to safety, mostly by 
means of the special cliff life-saving apparatus. 

The Coastguard Organisation includes the Coast 
lile Saving Corps, which consists of upwards of 
{000 members of Rocket Life Saving Apparatus Com- 
panies, Auxiliary Watchers, etc., who are enrolled for 
the purpose of assisting H.M. Coastguard in taking 
measures to afford assistance to ships and persons in 
lificulties and distress round the coast. Much valu- 
ble assistance has been rendered to H.M. Coastguard 
ty the Corps during the past year. 

The devotion to duty of the members of the Coast- 
wuard and Life Saving Corps concerned in the above 
rescues has been recognised by public organisations by 
awards to the personnel concerned. 


Best Wreck SERVICE OF THE YEAR 


The Board of Trade award annually a shield for the 
Nost meritorious service performed during the year by 
iy Rocket Life Saving Apparatus Company in saving 
‘te endangered by shipping casualties off the coasts of 
‘teat Britain and Northern Ireland. 

The award for 1938 has been made to the Porthcawl 
ompany for their fine performance in bringing to 
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safety eleven persons from the s.s. ‘‘ Regina ”’ 
(Dutch), which went ashore on Kenfig Sands, 44 miles 
north-west of Porthcawl, on 4 October 1938. 


The shield was presented to the Company by 
Captain V. S. Rashleigh, C.B.E., R.N., the Chief 
Inspector of H.M. Coastguard, yesterday, at Porth- 
cawl. 


Particulars of this service are as follows:— 


At 7.15 a.m. on 4 October 1938 the s.s. ‘‘ Regina” was 
observed to be ashore on Kenfig Sands. No distress signals 
were made, but the Porthcawl Life Saving Company was 
assembled, and at 8.30 a.m. it proceeded to the assistance 
of those on the vessel. The company arrived at the scene 
of the casualty at 9.25 a.m. after having transported the 
gear by hand a distance of 14 miles against a head wind of 
gale force which blew the sand, spume and spray into their 
faces. There were also driving rain and hail squalls. The 
life-saving apparatus was erected and contact effected with 
the vessel by the first rocket fired at 9.40 a.m., the first man 
being landed at 10.10 a.m. 

Meanwhile the District Officer, Mumbles, and others had 
left with light life-saving equipment for the scene of the 
casualty, which was reached after experiencing conditions 
similar to those encountered by the Porthcawl Company. 
So strong was the force of the wind that the door of the car 
used by the District Officer was completely severed from its 
hinges when opened. 


LANGUAGE DIFFICULTIES 


The District Officer arrived at the wreck soon after the 
first member of the crew of the vessel had been brought 
ashore; verbal communication was hampered by language 
difficulties, but from the man landed at 10.10 a.m. it was 
learned that the rest of the crew had decided to stand by 
the ship in the hope that the weather conditions might 
improve. The breeches buoy, which had been hauled out 
again to the ship, was secured by the crew. This meant 
that the Life Saving Company had to wait for no less than 
six hours, manning the ropes the whole of the time as they 
were constantly being swirled under the vessel and buried 
in the sand. During this six hours they were working for 
the most part waist-deep in the water, and at times were 
carried off their feet by the force of the sea. The weather 
conditions remained the same throughout the whole of the 
service—-wind at gale force, with heavy rain and _ hail 
squalls and mountainous seas. 

At 4.20 p.m., however, the crew decided to come ashore 
and the breeches buoy was brought into action. Each mem- 
ber, before getting into the buoy, secured his personal 
belongings to it, which added considerably to the difficulty 
of landing the crew. The men manning the ropes were 
frequently enveloped from head to foot by the waves, and, 
as each member of the crew was hauled ashore, the District 
Officer and a member of the Company went into the sea to 
take the men from the buoy. The last member of the crew 
was landed at 5.0 p.m., and thus eleven persons in all, 
including the captain’s wife, were brought to safety by 
means of the apparatus. The Company then re-stowed the 
life-saving apparatus and transported it back to the trailer 
by hand, a distance of 14 miles. They then returned to 
their station, arriving there at 7 p.m., having been out on 
service for a period of 104 hours.

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CEREALS ADVISORY (DEFENCE) 
COMMITTEE 


The President of the Board of Trade has appointed 
a Committee to advise as to the arrangements to be 
made for the supply, control and distribution in the 
United Kingdom of wheat (including flour) and other 
cereals in time of war. 

The Committee will in peace time be an advisory 
body to which the cereal ‘plans now being made will be 
submitted for consideration. In the event of war, the 
Committee, with such modifications as may be con- 
sidered necessary, will be converted into a Cereals 
Control Board which, under the Board of Trade (or 
the Ministry of Food as the case may be) will be 
responsible for the supply, control and distribution of 
all cereals in the United Kingdom.

It should be noted in the first place that whereas all 
previous editions have dealt with both rubber-insulated and 
paper-insulated cables, the new edition deals only with 
rubber-insulated cables and flexible cords; paper-insulated 
cables being dealt with in a separate specification (B.S. 480). 


In the second place, it should be noted that the old 
editions were entitled ‘‘ B.S.S. for the Dimensions of 
Cables,’ whereas in the 1939 edition the words ‘‘ for the 
Dimensions of ’? have been omitted from the title. The 
scope of the specification has, in fact, been considerably 
enlarged by the inclusion of particulars of the various types 
of cables and flexible cords which are recognised as stan- 
dard, together with details of their construction and protec- 
tive coverings. 

Special provision is made for flexible cords for special 
purposes (e.g. vacuum cleaners, unkinkable domestic cords, 
etc.), and the section on tests has been considerably revised. 
Spark testing is now recognised as an alternative to the 
ordinary voltage tests. Insulation resistance figures are 
also standardised. 

The specification is, in fact, so different from its pre- 
decessors that a brief comparison is not possible, and all 
users of cables should not fail to study the specification 
itself.

SUPPRESSION OF RADIO INTERFERENCE 
CAUSED BY TROLLEYBUSES AND TRAMWAYS 


A further specification in the series of British 
Standards dealing with the suppression of radio inter- 
ference has just been published by the British Stan- 
dards Institution. ‘This new Specification (No. 827- 
1939) prescribes the limits of the intensity of the inter- 
ference-producing electric field set up by the electrical 
equipment of tramcars and trolleybuses and by the 
overhead lines associated therewith. It also gives the 
standard rating and certain safety requirements for the 
condensers, resistors and chokes used for the purpose 
of reducing the interference, together with some 
general information regarding the methods of suppres- 
sion that have been found satisfactory in service. 

Appendices to the specification deal fully with the 
nature of the interference caused by the various items of 
electrical equipment of trolleybuses and tramcars, and 
figures are given for typical values of the interference pro- 
duced by trolleybus equipment, together with the reductiop 
in interference that can be brought about by the use of 
suppressors. The document is, in fact, far more than a 
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specification, and is in effect an abridged text-book on the 
causes and cure of interference radiated by trolleybuses and 
tramcars.

BRAZILIAN EXCHANGE CONTROL

REORGANISATION OF THE COTTON 
INDUSTRY 


A Command Paper (Cmd. 5935) has recently been 
issued containing the draft of a Biil to promote the 
Reorganisation of the Cotton Industry. 

Copies of this Paper, together with ballot papers on 
which each firm is invited to record its vote for or 
against the introduction of a Bill embodying the pro- 
visions of the draft, have been sent to all firms that 
appear to be within the industry as defined in the draft 
Bill. 

In tabulating the results of the ballot the weight to 
be attached to each vote will be determined by refer- 
ence to the returns made by the firm concerned to the 
Census of Production Office of the Board of Trade in 
connection with the Import Duties Act Enquiry of 
1937. 

Any firm that would be covered by the Bill but has 
not received a ballot paper is invited to apply to the 
Board of Trade, Census of Production Office, 80, Pall 
Mall, London, S.W.1. 

Any application must state fully the grounds on 
which the firm claims to be included in the ballot. 

No application for a ballot paper can be considered 
after 25 February. 

Merchants will not receive ballot papers unless they 
also have producing interests, but in order that the 
Government may have reliable information as to the 
attitude of merchanting interests towards the draft 
Bill, the Board of Trade have asked the Chambers of 
Commerce of Manchester, London and Glasgow to 
ascertain the views of their members so far as these 
are interested. 

The Trade Unions chiefly concerned have also been 
asked for an expression of their views.

mON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN JANUARY 


The British Iron and Steel Federation report that 500,500 
tons of pig iron were produced in January, as compared 
with 445,800 tons in December, 76],100 tons in January 1938 
and a monthly average of 855,000 tons in 1913. The January 
output, which is the highest since last July, included 107,800 
tons of hematite, 299,700 tons ‘of basic, 79,300 tons of 
foundry and 8,100 tons of forge pig iron. 


Furnaces in blast at the end of January numbered 83, as 
compared with 78 and 130 a month and a year earlier. 


The January production of steel ingots and castings was 
811,700 tons, as against 655,700 tons in December, 1,081,400 
tons in January 1938 and a monthly average of 638,600 tons 
in 1913. 


The following table shows the average monthly production 
of pig iron and steel ingots and castings in the years 1924 
and 1929-38, and the production in each of the last thirteen 
months.

Crops are in 
fair condition. The threshing of winter paddy and crushing 
of sugareane is going on. Rabi crops are in fair condition. 
Rain is needed in Patna and Bhagalpur. 

Orissa, 6 February.—Light rain has fallen. The harvest- 
ing of Guru and Saradh paddy and the pressing of sugar- 
cane are proceeding. Dalua paddy, wheat and castor are in 
good condition. 

Madras, 4 February.—No rain has fallen. The sowing of 
paddy is proceeding. The condition of crops is fair except 
in the Circars, the Carnatic and the south. 

Central Provinces, 4 February.—The sky has been cloudy 
in Jubbulpore. There has been light to moderate rain in 
Jubbulpore and Bilaspore. The cloudy weather has affected 
wheat in Gram Nimar and Balaghat. Cotton picking is 
over and wheat and linseed harvesting has begun in some 
places, 

Punjab, 6 February.—The weather has been dry and rain 
is badly needed. The condition of crops is unchanged, 

Bengal, 8 February.—The weather has been dry and rain 
is needed, The threshing of winter paddy is being completed 
and the harvesting of spring crops and the pressing of 
sugarcane are going on. Crop prospects are satisfactory. 

Assam, 13 February.—The weather has been seasonable 
and prospects are fair. 


SUGARCANE CROPS 

Calcutta, 10 February.—The Department of Commercial 
Intelligence and Statistics’ final estimate of the area 
covered by the all-India 1938-39 sugarcane crop is 3,108,000 
acres, as compared with the corresponding revised forecast 
for last year of 3,869,000 acres, a decrease of 20 per cent. 
The yield of raw sugar is estimated at 4,090,000 tons, as 
against the revised figure of 5,400,000 tons for last year, a 
decrease of 24 per cent.

FOREIGN TRADE IN 1938 


Imports during the year 1938 amounted to 45,981 million 
francs and that of exports to 30,386 million frs., states 
figures recently received by the Department of Overseas 
Trade. The corresponding figures for 1937 were 42,391 and 


23,939 million frs. 


It would seem, on comparing these 


figures, that imports had increased during 1938 by 3,590 
million frs. and exports by 6,647 million frs. and that the 
excess of the first over the second amounted to 15,395 
nillion frs. in 1938, as against 18,452 million frs. in 1937. 
The total weight of imports during 1938 was 47-16 million 
tons, and was less than the corresponding figure of 1937 by 


10-25 million tons. 


This decrease is largely accounted for 


by a reduction of 7:74 million tons in the imports of coal 


and coke. 


Exports for 1938 totalled 26-99 million tons and 


showed a decline of 3-38 million tons on those for 1937.

During 1938 there was a rise in the value of imports from

Imports from Great Britain during 1938 amounted to 
3,238 million frs., as against 3,383 million frs. during 1937, 
and exports to the same country amounted to 3,551 million 
frs. during 1938, as against 2,720 million frs. during 1937.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
FOREIGN TRADE IN DECEMBER AND THE 
YEAR 1938 


The export trade of the United States in December, 
though smaller than in the corresponding month of 1937, 
showed an increase of nearly 7 per cent. in value as com- 
pared with the November total, states the Divisions of 
Foreign Trade Statistics and Business Review, Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce, Washington. This con- 
traseasonal gain was due to an increase in exports of a 
wide range of manufactured articles, but particularly wood 
pulp, copper, gasoline, automobiles and machinery. Exports 
of agricultural products decreased in value. The season- 
ally adjusted index of total exports was higher in December 
than in the four preceding months, although lower than in 
each month from January through July. As compared with 
the corresponding months of 1937, exports for 1938 were 
20 per cent. lower in value in November and 17 per cent. 
less in December. 

Import trade, after moving about one-fourth above the 
low of last summer during October and November, decreased 
about 3 per cent. in December, owing partly to seasonal 
influences. With the exception of the two preceding months 
and in March, general imports in December were larger in 
value than in each of the other months of the year. As 
compared with the corresponding months of 1937, imports 
for 1938 were down 21 per cent. in November and 18 per 
cent. in December. 

Exports, including re-exports, amounted to 268,756,000 
dollars in December, as compared with 252,239,000 dols. in 
November 1938 and with 323,403,000 dols. in December 1937. 
: The value of general imports (gdods entered for storage 
in bonded warehouses plus goods which entered merchandis- 
ing channels immediately upon arrival in the country) 
amounted to 171,474,000 dols. in December, as compared 
with 176,180,000 dols. in November 1938 and with 
208,833,000 dols. in December 1937. 
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Imports for consumption (goods which entered me, 
chandising channels immediately upon arrival in this 
country plus withdrawals for consumption from warehouses) 
amounted to 165,522,000 dols. in December, as compare 
with 171,652,000 dols. in November 1938 and with 203,644,0y 
dols. in December 1937. 


Exports AND Imports IN 1938 


The export trade of the United States for the year 19% 
was equivalent in volume to the 1937 total. The decline g 
8 per cent. in the dollar total, as compared with 1937, % 
3,094,095,000 dols. reflects the lower prices that prevaile 
for many export commodities in 1938. After rising in 1937 
to a level about 39 per cent. above the 1932 low, the unit 
value (price) of total exports fell off 8 per cent. in 199, 
In terms of volume, the export trade was, in both 1997 
and 1938, about one-half larger than in 1932, although one 
fifth smaller than in 1929. 

The large United States crops in 1937, when harvests wer 
poor in other important exporting countries, was an impor. 
tant factor in maintaining the large volume of exports in 
1938. The outstanding change in the 1938 commodity 
trade, as compared with 1937, was the very substantial gain 
in exports of grain and the large increases recorded for 
most of the other agricultural exports with the exception 
of raw cotton. The latter was exported in much smaller 
quantity and value, particularly to Europe, in the latte 
half of the year. Leaf tobacco exports were the largest in 
quantity since 1931 and the largest in value since 192. 
Exports of wheat in 1938 were the largest in quantity since 
1930 and those of corn were above all intervening years 
since 1922. There were marked increases in exports of 
many kinds of fruit; a record yearly volume was recorded 
in 1938 for oranges. Some improvement was shown for 
exports of meats, fats and dairy products, all of which had 
fallen to low figures in the immediately preceding years. 
The total of agricultural exports increased from 797,482,000 
dols. in 1937 to 827,629,000 dols. in 1938, despite the de- 
crease in unmanufactured cotton from 368,660,000 dols. to 
228,669,000 dols. in the same comparative periods. 

Exports of a number of manufactured articles for which 
demands in foreign countries had greatly increased in 1937 
—partly as a result of armament programmes—continued 
to expand during 1938. In this group were included metal. 
working machinery and aircraft, exports of which were 
several times larger in value in 1938 than in 1929, and oil- 
well and refinery machinery, and fuel oil exports, which 
were also above the 1929 totals. Motor fuel and copper 
exports were larger than the 1937 volume but below the 
high volume in 1929. 

In many instances, however, the shifts among non-agri- 
cultural commodities in 1938 were toward lower levels, and 
exports of non-agricultural products, as a group, declined 
from 2,501,446,000 dols. in 1937 to 2,229,195,000 dols. in 
1938. The value of this group of commodities in the former 
year was the largest recorded since 1930, but 1938 exports 
of iron and steel scrap, steel-mill products, lumber, auto- 
mobiles, electrical apparatus, lubricants, rubber manufac- 
tures, chemicals and many miscellaneous products were 
valued at less than in 1937. 

The value of United States exports to a number of the 
leading trade regions of the world was larger in 1938 than 
in 1937. The areas to which exports increased included the 
Netherlands and its colonies, the Scandinavian countries 
and the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics; exports to the 
latter were valued at two-thirds more in 1938 than in 1997. 
Shipments to the British Empire, to Central America and 
to South America were only slightly smaller in value in 
1938 than in 1937. The Far East, Central Europe and 
Mexico were the principal areas to which exports decreased 
substantially in 1938. 

General imports into the United States, valued at 
1,960,528,000 dols. in 1938, were about 36 per cent. less in 
value and 29 per cent. smaller in volume than in 1997. 
Importations of practically all leading commodities were 
much smaller in 1938 than in 1937 and the decreases in 
crude materials and farm products were very substantial. 
Only one commodity in a list of over 30, that of coffee, was 
imported in larger quantity in 1938 than 1937. 

The decline in import trade began about June of 1937, 
coincident with the unsettlement which was developing in 
domestic business, although the movement was influenced 
by the large United States production of grain in 1937. 
Imports of agricultural commodities, such as grains and 
feeds, which were imported in large quantities during the 
greater part of 1937 as a result of the 1936 drought, fell to 
negligible figures after the 1937 crops became available. 
The decline deepened in the opening months of 1938 by 
reason of the reduction in imports of crude materials, 
tropical foodstuffs, vegetable oils and manufactured articles, 
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and the total import volume, which in the first half of 1937 
exceeded the 1929 figures, dropped off by 37 per cent. in 
the first half of 1938. Although imports in many classes 
of commodities recovered moderately during the latter half 
of 1938 as domestic business improved, the volume of total 
imports for the year was about 30 per cent. smaller than in 
1929 and only 18 per cent. above the low volume of 1932. 
In 1937 the total volume of imports was only fractionally 
smaller than the record total of 1929; it was 65 per cent. 
above the 1932 low. 


MERCHANDISE BALANCE 


Exports were much larger in value in each month of 1938 
than imports. The net excess of merchandise exports over 
merchandise imports amounted to 1,133,567,000 dols. for 
the year, the largest export balance in our foreign trade 
since 1921. Although there is usually an excess of mer- 
chandise exports in the trade during the last half of the 
year, the large export balance in the first half of 1938 was 
in marked contrast with the small balance that is usual for 
the first half of the year. 


GoLp AND SILVER 


For the fifth consecutive year gold and silver continued 
to flow into the United States in large amounts in 1938. 
Gross imports of gold in 1938 totalled 1,979,458,000 dols. 
and imports of silver were 230,531,000. Exports of both 
these metals were relatively small; those of gold amounted 
to 5,889,000 dols. and of silver to 7,082,000 dols.

UNITED KINGDOM—MUSCAT 


TREATY OF FRIENDSHIP, COMMERCE AND 
NAVIGATION 


A Treaty of Friendship, Commerce and Navigation be- 
tween the United Kingdom and Muscat was signed at Mus- 
at on 5 February 1939 to replace the treaty of 19 March 
1891. The Treaty entered into force on 11 February, and 
will remain in force for a period of 12 years. Unless notice 
ot termination shall have been given one year before the 
*xpiry of this period, the Treaty will remain in force until 
the expiry of one year from the date on which notice of 
termination has been given. 

_Among other things, the Treaty provides for most- 
‘avoured-nation treatment of the subjects and ships and 
their cargoes of one party in the territories of the other 
‘nd for the goods of either imported into the territories of 
the other, whether for consumption, reshipment or transit.

TEMPORARY INCREASE IN TRANSMISSION 
AND SIMILAR TAXES 


H.M. Representative at Brussels has forwarded parti- 
culars of a Belgian law, dated 18 January, operative as 
irom 1 February 1939 (published in the ‘‘ Moniteur Belge ’”’ 
of 20 January 1939), by virtue of which a special temporary 
lund has been instituted to cover national expenditure 
incurred in connection with the partial mobilisation during 
the international crisis in September 1938, 


The fund will be raised by small temporary increases in 
certain taxes and will remain in force until the sum of 
% million franes has been provided for. 


In accordance with this Law the Transmission (Sales) Tax 
and similar taxes (e.g. the invoice tax, the tax on furnished 
dwellings, the transport tax and the luxury tax) are in-

A protocol to the provisional Commercial Agreement of 
1923 between Finland and the Netherlands was signed at 
The Hague on 20 December 1938, and provides for certain 
modifications in the revised Finnish Customs Tariff which 
came into operation on 1 January 1939.

FRANCE 
DUTIES ON CERTAIN JEWELLERY 


With reference to the notice in the ‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ”’ of 15 December 1938 (pages 842-3) regarding the 
French Customs duties on various products, it should be 
noted that the French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ”? of 7 February 
contains an Order, dated 4 February, which provides that 
the revised duties laid down by the Decree of 30 November 
1938 are to become effective as from the date of entry into 
force of the Order as regards jewellery of silver and silver- 
gilt (ex Tariff No. 495B) and jewellery plated with gold or 
silver, on silver, copper, nickel silver or pinchpeck (ex Tariff 
No. 496). 


DESCRIPTION OF LACE AND EMBROIDERY 


The French ‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of 28 January contains 
a Decree, dated 25 January, which lays down regulations 
regarding the description and labelling of hand-made and 
machine-made lace and embroidery intended to be imported 
into or sold, etc., in France. 

The use of the terms ‘‘ hand-made lace” and ‘ hand- 
made embroidery ’’ in respect of articles not made entirely 
by hand is prohibited. This provision enters into force 
immediately. 

Other kinds of lace and embroidery must bear labels 
stating, in a prescribed form of wording, the method of 
manufacture. This and certain further provisions of the 
Decree do not enter into force until six months after the 
date of publication.

GERMANY 


IMPORTATION OF COAL AND COKE FROM THE 
UNITED KINGDOM 


The Board of Trade have been informed that, for the 
purposes of the Exchange of Notes of 13 April 1933 between 
the United Kingdom and German Governments, the Reichs 
Coal Commissioner has notified the figure of German coal 
consumption for December 1938 as 12,797,200 metric tons. 

This represents an increase of 71 per cent. over 7,500,000 
metric tons, and accordingly the quota for imports of United 
Kingdom coal and coke into the German Customs Area for 
February 1939 has been correspondingly increased from the 
minimum of 180,000 to 307,800 metric tons, 


ITALY 


TEMPORARY IMPORT REGULATIONS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 19 January (page 120), 
H.M. Ambassador at Rome reports that as from 1 February 
an import licence is now required for the following goods 
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when temporarily imported into Italy for subsequent re- 
export :—

purpose of being sensitized ; 

(2) Copper in blocks or scrap imported for the manufac- 
ture of phosphorus copper alloys; 

(3) Exposed cinematograph films imported for operation 
connected with doubling in foreign languages and 
with making the musical accompaniment; 

(4) Trunks and roots of mahogany, rosewood, ebony, ash, 
elm, maple, oak, tulip-tree and okoumé imported 
for the production of sheets for veneering. 


LATVIA 
IMPORTATION OF ANIMALS, ANIMAL 
PRODUCTS, ETC. 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 27 January 1938 (page 
143), the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Riga 
has forwarded a translation of an announcement in the 
‘“ Valdibas Vestnesis ’’ of 20 January 1939, which prohibits 
as from that date the importation into and transit through 
Latvia of animals, animal products, fowls, cattle food, rags 
and used sacks without a preliminary permit from the 
Veterinary Administration of the Ministry of Agriculture. 

The only difference between the regulations hitherto in 
force and the present regulations is that in future rags 
and used sacks will also require a special permit and dis- 
infection, if necessary, on importation into and transit 
through Latvia.

MOROCCO (FRENCH ZONE) 


EXPORT DUTY IMPOSED ON CERTAIN 
ESPARTO GRASS 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ of 8 December last (pages 806-7) regarding the 
restrictions on the export of esparto grass from the French 
zone of Morocco to foreign countries, H.M. Consul-General 
at Rabat reports that a Dahir of 17 January published in 
the ‘‘ Bulletin Officiel ’’ of 30 January impuses a tax of 
3 frs. per 100 kilogs. gross on exports from the French 
zone of esparto grass which formed part of stocks held prior 
to 1 July 1938. The tax is levied at the time of export on 
production of the official export permit. 


NETHERLANDS 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS (RENEWALS) 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at The 
Hague reports that by virtue of Royal Decree No. 11 of 
26 January 1939 the importation into the Netherlands of 
porcelain, fine earthenware, sanitary earthenware, glazed 
and unglazed wall tiles during the period 1 February 1939 
to 31 January 1940 is restricted as follows :—

United Kingdom exporters of goods sold to Turkish buyers 
for payment through the Anglo-Turkish Clearing other than 
those for which payment is received on a ‘‘ compensation ’’ 
basis, should satisfy themselves before shipment that a 
sufficient portion of the quota remains unused to permit 
the clearance of the goods through the Turkish Customs.

Some idea of the importance of the commodities dealt with 
in ‘‘ Vegetable Oils and Oilseeds,’’ an annual review just 
issued by the Imperial Economic Committee, is given by 
figures of world exports. In 1937 the oilseed producing 
countries exported more than 10 million tons of oilseeds and 
nuts besides well over one million tons of vegetable oils. 
In India and many of the British colonies, the various oil- 
seeds and vegetable oils besides figuring prominently in the 
export trade, provide an important item in the local food 
supply. World trade in oilseeds and vegetable oils showed 
a copsiderable expansion in 1937, according to the review, 
the increase being most notable for linseed, groundnuts and 
coconut. oil. 

The chief countries importing oilseeds are the United 
States, Germany, the United Kingdom, France and Italy, 
ranking in that order according to the quantities of veget- 
able oils used. In the United Kingdom the available sup- 
plies of vegetable oils showed a steady advance from the 
low point of 1933, reaching in 1937 the high figure of 
582,000 tons. Supplies of vegetable oils in the United States 
reached a record total in 1937, chiefly as the result of an 
increase in the quantities of cottonseed oil available. In 
Germany the available supply of drying oils continued in 
1937 the fairly steady decline which has gone on since 1932, 
while supplies of the other industrial and edible oils were 
large in 1937 by comparison with the small total recorded in 
1935, but below the total for 1936. The outstanding feature 
of the French supplies is the predominance of groundnut 
oil, and the large quantities of that oil which were available 
in 1936 and 1937 considerably increased the total quantities

of vegetable oil supplies, In Italy, the size of the domestic 
production of olive oil largely determines the quantities of 
other vegetable oils required in the next ensuing year. The 
olive crop was poor in 1936, so that in 1937 imports of 
groundnuts were much increased, but later in the year 
good olive crop was harvested, 

A large proportion of the vegetable oils available jp 
the United Kingdom are used together with fatty oils ang 
fats of animal and marine origin in the production of soa; 
and of margarine and other edible fats. Soapmakers in ‘the 
United Kingdom, following the upward trend of recent years, 
again increased their annual consumption of saponifiable 
materials to a total of 310,000 tons in 1987. The 
share of vegetable oils and fats in the total of materials 
used was, however, slightly smaller than ip 1936, due io 
a reduction in the quantity of palm oil used. It is inter. 
esting to note that whereas in the United Kingdom veget. 
able oils now represent three-fifths of the saponifiable mate. 
rials used and animal fats one-fifth, in the United States, 
which is a very much larger producer of soap, each group 
accounts for roughly two-fifths. 

The United Kingdom consumption of oils and fats for mar. 
garine production rose slightly to a total of 161,000 tons in 
1937, continuing the gradual recovery which had been in 
progress since 1934. For some years a tendency to use 4 
larger proportion of whale oil in margarine was evident, and 
it now accounts for about two-fifths of all oils and fats used, 
This movement, which took place at the expense of the veget. 
able oils, was checked in 1937. The use of groundnut oil 
sharply increased, and it displaced coconut oil as the chief 
vegetable oil used. In the United States, where vegetable 
oils are by far the chief ingredient,, there was a very slight 
rise in 1937 in the quantities of oils and fats used. 

After a period of rapid increase the total of 107,000 tons 
of oils and fats used in the manufacture of compound lard 
in the United Kingdom in 1937 was probably not much above 
the total for the preceding year. The larger quantity of 
cottonseed oil used was offset by a fall in the use of soya 
bean oil. Parallel movements occurred in the United States, 
There, after a period of rapid increase, the rise in compound 
lard production in 1937 was small, while the proportion of 
cottonseed oil, always the chief constituent used, sharply 
increased. 

For most oilseeds and vegetable oils prices were at a com. 
paratively high level at the beginning of 1937, between Jann. 
ary and March, however, prices began to decline. The fall 
continued during 1938, though in general it was less severe 
than it had been in the previous year.

As usual, they 
have spared no effort to make its contents as up-to-date and 
accurate as possible, but, as in the case of all such works, 
there are no doubt inaccuracies, the majority of which are no 
fault of the compilers. 

The year 1938 was a most difficult one for the paper trade, 
and, needless to say, one of great importance in international 
affairs, for since this time last year the map of Europe has 
undergone considerable change. 

For the first time since this directory was published af 
Austrian section does not appear, and the mills therein are 
now contained in the German section, which is also con 
siderably increased by the absorption of many Czecho-Slovak 
mills.

EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1937, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised 
give guarantees in connection with the export to any 
guntry of goods not being munitions of war. The guarantees 
nay be given to, or for the benefit of, any person, firm, or 
empany carrying on business in the United Kingdom, and 
the goods must, generally speaking, be home produced, i.e. 
vholly or partly produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom. 

These guarantees are designed to protect exporters 
against losses which may arise from the insolvency of their 
qersea Customers or against frozen debts caused by ex- 
change restrictions in the country of the buyer. 

Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering the 
vhole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months. The second may be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on payment 
ofa small extra premium. 

Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con- 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also to 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
asked to give medium term credits of from one to five 
years by purchases of plant, machinery, etc., whether they 
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be governments, municipalities, or private traders. The 

question of raising funds for financing this kind of contract 

is frequently a matter of difficulty. Experience has shown 
that in such cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by 
the Department’s guarantees. 

The strictest secrecy is observed in all correspondence and 
transactions.
